Im portant posts in the diplom atic 
serv ice. 
M ajority L e a d er T aft of Ohio is 
pressing for a confirm ation v ote 
by W ednesday at the latest. He 
reported P resid en t E isenhow er is 
standing pa t on Bohlen’s nom ina­ 
tion, and tha t the v ete ran State 
D e partm en t c a re e r officer pro ba ­ 
bly would be confirm ed by a com ­ 
fortable m argin . 


M cC arthy said if Bohlen passed 
a lie detector test he would be will­ 
ing to forget about som e d e ro g a­ 
tory inform ation in Bohlen’s FB I 
file, inform ation which the senator 
said m ad e him w onder w hether 
Bohlen w as a good security risk. 


B ut ev en then, M cC arthy added, 
ne w ouldn’t v ote for Bohlen be­ 
cause he w as ’’pa rt and pa rc e l” of 
the D em ocratic regim e of D ean 
Acheson in the State D epartm en t. 
M cC arthy conceded Bohlen prob­ 
ably would be confirm ed despite

Federal'State Tax Relations 


A frei;h inquiry intn the troublesom r question of 
overlapping federal, statp, and local taxation is expect­ 
ed to be launched soon under W hite House au.'^pK'cs. 
Following a conference 
with state 
governors and 
m em bers of Congress on February 26. P icsid m i Eisen­ 
hower indicated that taxes would have high priority 
in the broad study of fed eral-stale relations for which 
he planned to seek congressional authorization. 


According to a W hite House statem ent, il will be 
the job of the projected bipartisan commis.'^ion to come 
up with recom m endations "to elim inate hodge-podge 
duplication and w aste in existing federal-state rela­ 
tions affecting governm ental functions and taxation '* 
The hope is that a review of the present m uluplieitv 
of federal aid programs will show that full re.'^pon- 
sibility for m any of them can be transferred to the 
slates. And it is recognized that if that is done, the 
states will have to be a.ssured of revenues to substitute 
for the federal grants, w hich now total around $2 5 
billion annually. 
R evenue-raising difficulties of the states have been 
an im portant source of pressure for increased federal 
aid. And the pressure for revenue, experienced at all 
levels of governm ent for more than 20 years, has been 
behind the growth in that period of extensive tax over­ 
lapping. Until World War I. there was an inform al 
division of revenue sources. Receipts from custom.s and 
liquor and tobacco excise.’! financed the federal govern­ 
m ent, w hile property taxes, license fee.s. and privilege 
taxes provided enough revenue for the state.s and 
their subdivisions. 
The situation was changed w hen war requirem ents 
and rising dem ands for new governm ental services 
greatly Increased revenue needs. 
The Income tax, 
adopted In 1913. gave the federal governm ent a large 
new source of revenue, and It was not long before the 
states also began to tap that source 
The states and 
later the federal governm ent likewl.'ie both went In for 
taxation of estates and inheritance.s. But the problem 
of tax overlapping did not arouse serious concern until 
th e depreSvSlon. w hen all governm ental units entered 
in to lively com petition for revenues. TTie state.s then 
invaded the traditionally federal field.'! of tobacco and 
liquor taxation , the federal governm ent invaded the 
stat4? field of gasoline taxation, and other taxes were 
duplicated, eventu ally even triplicated by the levying 
of sim ilar local taxes in .some com m unities 


Today ga.soline and beer are taxed by the federal 
governm ent, all sta te s and .some m unicipalities. D eath 
taxes are impo-sed by the federal governm ent and all 
.states except Nevada. Du^tilled .spirits and n garets are 
taxed federally and by 46 and 41 states, re peclively. 
Federal Incom e taxes are supplem ented by taxes on 
individual or corporation incom e, or both, in 34 .states, 
a score of cities, and .some 250 other local taxing d is­ 
tricts in one sta te (P en n sylvan ia'. 


The rem edy for tax overlapping m ast favored by 
the sta tes is ou trigh t .separation of revenue source.s. 
They would like the federal governm ent to give up 
taxing gasoline, w ithdraw from the field of death la x a - 
Uon, leave adm issiona taxe.s to them or to m unici­ 
palities, and repeal various excuses that rival sta te 
general .sales taxes. But the state.s are chary about 
rellnqui.shlng such of their own pre.sent revenue sources 
as liquor and tobacco. 
Separation of revenue .sources looks like a .simple 
corrective for tax overlapping, but experts point to 
various difficulties. T hey .say that levies .suitable for 
earm arking for stat-e or local u.se would not yield 
enough to satisfy revenue requlremenUs. A reallocation 
of tax sources, m oreover, would create .'^pccial problem s 
for the poorer states w hich benefit the m ast from 
federal grants. 
It h as been pointed ou* th at growing uniform ity 
betw een sim ilar federal and .state taxe.s, and deductions 
and credits allow ed by the federal governm ent, already 
have done a good deal to ea.se taxpayer burdens from 
overlapping levle.s 
According to th a t view, it 1.^ more 
practical to continue efforts at co-ordination along 
such lines than to attem pt any drastic overall revision

Spaatz. 
m akes hus observations after a trip 
to the Far Easl made since Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower ’deneutralized the 
U. S. Seventh Fleet. The general 
traveled to Korea wuth Harold Tal­ 
bott. the new secretary of the Air 
Force. While the article declares 
that the statements are entirely

In reality 
the step was designed to have 
long-range effects, and only now it 
IS becoming manifest

rather than an imm ediate tactic, 
but not le.v.s important to the future 
victory of the UN forces. 
"Actually the 
Chiang 
forces." 
continues General Spaatz, "have .so 
high a n-ilitary potential that they 
can be decisive, in the long run. 
in the fight between W’estern de­ 
m ocracy and Soviet tyranny for 
the future of the whole va. t terri­ 
tory of Asiatic complex, both the 
mainland and the islands lying off 
the m ainland." 


This will be news to the British

Chiang Kai-shek disparagingly m 
personal terms rather than as a 
nucleus for rallying anti-Commun- 
ist forces. Only the other day, th* 
I.ondon Daily Mirror, which has 
pi'rhaps th«' largest circulation in 
Biitam.

dent Ei.'^enhower’s policy of encour­ 
aging the Chiang Kai-shek forces 
and called for the recognition of 
"Red China" and an appeasement 
of the Kremlin.

Federal-State Tax Relations 


A fresh inquiry into the troublesome question of 
overlapping federal, state, and local taxation is expect­ 
ed to be launched soon under White House auspices. 
Following a conference with state governors and 
memoers of Congress on February 26. President Eisen- 
hower indicated that taxes would have high priority 
In the broad study of federal-state relations for which 
he planned to seek congressional authorization. 
According to a White House statement, it will be 
the job of the projected bipartisan commission to come 
up with recommendations "to eliminate hodge-podge 
duplication and waste in existing federal-state rela­ 
tions affecting governmental functions and taxation 
The hope is that a review of the pre.'-ent multiplicity 
of federal aid programs will show that full respon­ 
sibility for many of them can be transferred to tile 
states. And it is recognized that if that is done, the 
states will have to be assured of revenues to substitute 
for the federal grant*, which now total around $2 5 
billion annually. 
Revenue-raising difficulties of the states have been 
an important source of pressure for increased federal 
aid. And the pressure for revenue, experienced at all 
levels of government for more than 20 years, has been 
behind the growth in that period of extensive tax over­ 
lapping. Until World War I, there was an Informal 
division of revenue sources. Receipts from customs and 
liquor and tobacco excises financed the federal govern­ 
ment, while property taxes, license fees. and privilege 
taxes provided enough revenue for the states and 
their aubdivtslons. 
The situation was changed when war requirements 
and rising demands for new governmental services 
greatly increased revenue needs. 
The Income tax. 
adopted In 1913, gave the federal government a large 
new source of revenue, and It was not long before the 
states also began to tap that source 
The states and 
later the federal government likewise both went in for 
taxation of estates and Inheritances But the problem 
of tax overlapping did not arouse serious concern until 
the depression, when all governmental units entered 
Into lively competition for revenues. The states then 
Invaded the traditionally federal fields of tobacco and 
liquor taxation, the federal government invaded the 
state field of gasoline taxation, and other taxes were 
duplicated, eventually even triplicated by the levying 
of sim ilar local taxes In some communities 
Today gasoline and beer are taxed by the federal 
government, all states and some municipalities, Death 
taxes are Imposed by the federal government and all 
states except Nevada. Distilled spirits and cigarets are 
taxed federally and by 46 and 41 states, respectively. 
Federal Income taxes are supplemented by taxes on 
Individual or corporation Income, or both. In 34 states, 
a score of cities, and some 250 other local taxing dis­ 
tricts in one state < Pennsylvania». 
The remedy for tax overlapping most favored bv 
the states is outright separation of revenue sources. 
They would like the federal government to give up 
taxing gasoline, withdraw from the field of death ta x a ­ 
tion, leave admissions taxes to them or to m unici­ 
palities, and repeal various excises th a t rival state 
general sales taxes. But the states are chary about 
relinquishing such of their own present revenue sources 
as liquor and tobacco. 
Separation of revenue sources looks like a simple 
corrective for tax overlapping, but experts point to 
various difficulties. They say that levies suitable for 
earm arking for state or local use would not yield 
enough to satisfy revenue requirements. A reallocation 
of tax sources, moreover, would create special problems 
for the poorer states which benefit the mast from 
federal grants. 
It has been pointed out th a t growing uniformity 
between similar federal and state taxes, and deductions 
and credits allowed by the federal government, already 
have done a good deal to ease taxpayer burdens from 
overlapping levies. According to th a t view, It Is more 
practical to continue efforts at co-ordination along 
such lines than to attem pt any drastic overall revision

A joint congressional resolution increasing the 
loan guarantee authority of the Federal Housing 
Administration by $500,000,000 has been signed bv th# 
President. A White House spokesman observed. “This 
is one of the few programs of the government that 
makes money.’* 
This program now has $27,000,000 in round figures, 
of capital and earned reserve Congress started It off 
with $8,333,314 and It has been meeting all adm inis­ 
trative casts as It went along 
It will hand back to 
the Treasury the amount it started with before July I. 
and th a t is sufficiently remarkable in a day when 
m any an agency dlspases of billions of dollars without 
bringing anything in. 
Since It started in 1934 the program has mad** 
possible 14.000,000 loans for home repairs and home 
improvement*. La-st fall, when the KHA reached Its 
loan guarantee limit, loams were being made at the 
rate of 2,000.000 a year 
The government guarantees 
loan* made by banks. Borrowers pay $5 a hundred 
for the use of the money, but they at once begin to 
pay back the loan, so the actual Interest rate figures 
(wit at 97 per cent. The government takes 75 cents 
of each $5 
Anyway, 
this Is one Instance of 
government 
Intrusion into business that is being continued— 
perhaps for the reason that it Is paying its way. *

In days of old an eastern potentate would probably 
have regarded mother-in-law trouble as the least of 
his worries. If she became particularly objectionable 
a convenient accident could be arranged, or she could 
be effectively silenced by having her tongue removed. 
But such measures are frowned upon today. 
So Americans find little but amusement in the 
picture of Farouk. the depased king of Egypt, bellowing 
like a stranded walrus from his pleasant domicile of 
exile in Rome th a t m other-in-law trouble was the 
reason for his wife's departure for Switzerland. She 
may sue for divorce. 
There appear to be wheels within wheels here. The 
ex-king has actual possession of the couple's infant 
son. who has been proclaimed King Fuad II, and the 
m other wants the baby's custody. Apparently Farouk 
figures the baby is his trum p card. Meanwhile he is 
continuing his dissolute career along the night club 
circuit. 
If Egyptians have had time to develop a sense of 
hum or In regard to their deposed monarch, they must 
be laughing as never before. For suddenly It appears 
th a t a m other-in-law, In this case, Is a much more 
potent weapon than revolution for keeping an erran t 
king in line.

especially treated socks and foam 
rubber insoles.

more way* than one because m any 
manufacturers believe that some­ 
thing new must be added to their 
wares every few years lf they 
are to remain in business. Im par­ 
tial and reliable research is need­ 
ed on the chlorophyll topic because 
numerous questions remain unan­ 
swered 
and 
too 
much 
of 
the 
‘ proof* has been subjective rath­ 
er than objective 
The food and 
drug administration may be in­ 
fluential along this line. 
Opinions vary on the benefit of 
chlorophyll Some authorities ques­ 
tion its value, others assert that 
the amount used in various pre­ 
parations is too small to be ef­ 
fective 
Still others have infinite 
faith in the substance, like the 
jailer in a southern prison who will 
not allow his inmates to employ 
chlorophyll pioducts of any kind; 
he believe* it works so well that 
should any of hts prisoners escape 
its deodorant action might prevent 
his bloodhounds from picking up 
the scent 
The sc offers claim that most of 
♦he experimental work done on the 
deodorizing effect has been poorlv 
controlled. Manufacturers of green 
toothpaste, for example, give a1! 
the credit to chlorophyll but say 
nothing about the fact that brush­ 
ing removes d e b r i s from between 
the cracks and crevices 
of 
the 
teeth, Again, studies on body odor 
have shown that soap and water 
still are the best deodorizing pro­ 
cedure 
When one deserves the 
credit, for example, when a person 
bathes regularly and also takes 
chlorophyll? 
Nevertheless, 
much 
evidence points to the fact that 
chlorophyll in proper concentration 
has some power to eliminate odors. 
A physician from the Nether­ 
lands found chlorophyll effective 
in relieving the stench of ozena. 
a distressing nasal condition. More 
than a decade ago an article ap* 
feared describing tho deodorizing 
function 
of 
chlorophyll 
surgical 
dressings. 
A 
somewhat 
similar 
dressing relieved the itching and 
odor associated with fungous in­ 
fection among our soldiers in the 
South Pacific. There also is Con­ 
siderable variation in opimohs of 
chlorophyll as an antiseptic; some 
surgeons thought it speeded the 
healing of wounds, bedsores, and 
infected burns. 


N ature’s 
chlorophyll 
is 
a 
re­ 
m arkable process but chlorophyll 
products are surrounded with too 
much mystery and commercialism 
to be of interest to the average 
physician. The commercial variety 
is a derivative of this substance 
and. in addition, many manufac­ 
turers are secretive about the ex­ 
act rhemical formula in their pro­ 
ducts This is one of the stumbling 
blocks 
in 
doing 
impartial 
re­ 
search. In concentrated form the 
substance may be useful but just 
because cosmetics contain this m a­ 
terial or are green in color this 
does not mean that they will do 
all that the manufacturers claim. 
Time 
usually solves such 
prob­ 
lems because good products last 
and those that are overexagger­ 
ated fall bv the wayside.

Paid Speaker, Subsidized News, Support O f Citizens' Groups 


WASHINGTON 
A new chapter 
in the battle between the railroads 
and the trucks has just been re­ 
vealed in a suit brought by the 
Pennsylvania Motor Truck A ssocie 
tion against 31 Eastern railroads 
and against the eager-beavrr pub­ 
lic relations firm of Carl Byoir ic 
Associates. 
It indicates that the Bvolr firm 
ha.* got the railroads into a peck 
of trouble. 
For the way this high-

went 
about 
influencing

opinion was by paying a m em ber 
of the New York State Federation 
of Women s Clubs, by subsidizing 
a newspaper columnist, by putting 
money behind the Citizens’ Tax 
le a g u e of New York, and by pay­ 
ing the expenses of an emplove of 
the Maryland Stsute Highway Com­ 
mission. 
How much the Eastern railroads 
knew about the operations of their 
public-opinion molder has not been 
clear Iv reevaled in the court battle 
—a battle which may result in 


some moves by Congress. 
However,

railroads 
m ust 
have known that Carl Byoir was 
investigated 
by 
the 
McCormack 
Committee prior to Pearl Harbor 
for being a propagandist for Nazi 
G erm any, and that official testi­ 
mony revealed that the Byoir firm

W hat Incriminate!? 


It is lawful to be a m em ber of 
the Communist party. 
No person 
commits a felony or even a mis­ 
dem eanor when he joins such a 
party. 
It is lawful to be an officer 
of this party, although each indivi­ 
dual is responsible for his acts, as 
each individual is al wavs respon­ 
sible 
for 
his 
personal 
conduct. 
Freedom does not lessen responsi­ 
bility. 
It is difficult to understand why 
so many American citizens before 
congressional committees take re­ 
fuge under the Fifth Amendment 
on the ground that to adm it m em ­ 
bership in the Communist party 
would incriminate them. 
Of what 
crime? 
Mere membership is no 
crime. 
Why then should m em ber­ 
ship be an incrimination, per se? 
Take for instance this colloquy 
before the McCarthy Committee: 
“The Chairman: . . . At the time 
that you were a professor at Co­

University,

m em ber of the Communist p arty ’’ 
* Mr. Donald Henderson: I must 
refuse to answer that question on 
the grounds that it may tend to 
incriminate me. sir.

mony in regard to a Mr. Reed 
Harris, who attended Columbia 
at the time you did. 
Let me 
ask you thia. 
At the time Mr. 
Reed Harris and three others 
spoke at a meeting objecting 
to your bein* removed from 
the faculty at Columbia, were 
you then a member of the Com­ 
munist party? 
“ Mr. Henderson: I must re­ 
fuse to answer that question on 
the same grounds, sir." 


Why? Precisely why should these 
questions 
lead to incrimination? 
It Messrs. Henderson and Harris 
were not members of the Commun­ 
ist party, the simple answer could 
be 
No. 
If they were m em bers, 
the answer could be Yes without 
further to-do. 
If they were m em ­ 
bers and answered No. then per­ 
jury would be committed, but why 
should a m an perjure himself when 
it is no crim e of any kind to be 
a m em ber of this organization?
